| No significant new items of intelligence were dis- 
closed. This photography supports our estimate* that the 
Chinese military situation dm this area is not significantly 
different than it was about a year ago. 

Airfields 

2. Two airfields were photographed. One at Nagchu 
Dzong which is unserviceable, and the main airfield serving 
Lhasa, about 55 miles to the north. No aircraft were in 
evidence. This supports our estimate that the Chinese have 
not brought tactical aircraft into Tibet, 

Military Installations 


3. Major military barracks areas in the Lhasa, Zhigatse 
and Gyangtse area were again photographed. No significant 
changes were noted | I 

The Yatung area in the Chumbi Valley area showed no signifi- 
cant changei'since the previous cpverage. It is apparent 
that no build-up has taken place in this area, which is one 
of prime concern to the Indians. 


Transportation 


4. A convoy of over two hundred trucks was observed 
moving south toward Lhasa from the Nagchu Dzong area. Al- 
though this is the largest convoy noted in photography to 
date, it is not regarded as unusual since all forces in 
Tibet must be supplied by truck from rail terminals 1200 
to 1400 miles from Lhasa. 
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5. Road construction about 27 miles southwest of 
Tingri Dzong was noted. This road will eventually con- 
tinue on into Katm andu. — I
